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Doing Some 
Housekeeping 



Following A Big 2005, SMEs Get 
Affairs In Order With Small Projects

The past year has finally seen the 
revival in IT spending that was predicted 
by the analysts. Numbers were boosted in 
large part by long-neglected hardware and 
software upgrades that had finally become 
critical to business operations. For exam- 
ple, this year saw the most desktop 
replacements since Y2K. Overall, experts 
expect the final spending tally to improve 
by around 7% over 2003. 

So what do IT spenders have up their 
sleeves for 2005? Will there be another 
bump up in spending? And where will 
managers concentrate their efforts? 

Generally, analysts are expecting anoth- 
er healthy — if somewhat small — gain in 
spending. The average guess seems to be 
between 6% and 8% for the year. AMR 
says 6.6%, Forrester predicts 7%, and a 
CIO Magazine survey of 252 CIOs points 
at 8.9%. This higher growth prediction by 



CIO Magazine is proba- 
bly a result of the fact that 
the CIOs it surveys tend 
to be from larger enter- 
prises — and next year 
experts expect some of 
the big enterprises to 
spend some cash. 

For many SMEs, how- 
ever, the coming year 
will offer a breather for 
tight-fisted CFOs. The 
year should keep the 
CIOs scrambling, though. 
As Greg Ross of Buffalo, 
N.Y., -based AP Wagner 
puts it, it is time to do 
some housekeeping. 

"Our company is ap- 
proaching 2005 aggres- 
sively in terms of the 
amount of IT projects 
that need to get done, 




but somewhat conserva- 
tively in regards to big- 
ticket IT spending," he 
says. "We are looking to 
'get our house in order.'" 

Many companies are 
in the same boat as AP 
Wagner. During 2004, 
many broke the bank for 
those big projects. Now 
it is time to make the end 
products from these tasks 
work optimally. 

For example, Seattle- 
area computer parts dis- 
tributor Microstandard 
switched to VoIP last 
year, spending much of 
the year adjusting to the 
change. To keep up with 
the operation's heavy 
phone demands, IT Di- 
rector Chris Mitchell is 
now planning an IP tele- 
phony software upgrade.

The 64-Bit Computing 
Adoption Process 



Taking Time, Effort 
& A Little Commitment

Nowhere do hypes come and 
go faster than in IT. Over the 
past few years there has been 
much hype about 64-bit comput- 
ing, and six months to a year 
ago, that hype seemed to be at its 
peak. Since then, however, the 
hype seems to have dissipated 
somewhat. Why has this hap- 
pened? Are chipmakers and soft- 
ware developers teetering on the 
64-bit fence? Although the tran- 
sition from 16-bit to 32-bit com- 
puting took seven years, some 
analysts feel that the move from 



32-bit to 64-bit computing could 
perhaps take only five years. But 
why is the 64-bit question losing 
so much publicity as of late? 

What Say The Experts? 

Gordon Haff, 64-bit comput- 
ing expert and senior analyst and 
IT advisor at Illuminata, has a 



refreshing perspective. Haff 
says, "What's happened is that 
the 64-bit x86 hardware has 
basically happened. It's making 
its way into servers and desktops 
almost transparently as the next 
generation of chips roll out. For 
the most part, x86 is emerging as 
the winner for mass market 64- 
bit computing. Intel's new man- 
agement increasingly paints 
Itanium as a specialized solution 
for the high-end. At the same

time, the software is largely not 
there for the volume commercial 
market yet. Specifically, Win- 
dows for x86-64 won't be out 
until next year. So users aren't 
yet facing the question of where, 
when, and how to upgrade their 
software to 64-bits." 

In the case of the disappearing 
hype, Ian Jarman, eServer i5 
product manager at IBM, pro- 
vides a few clues from Big 
Blue's side of the fence. Jarman 
says, "Actually, I'd say that the 
hype surrounding 64-bit comput- 
ing has been building since the 
mid-1990s, when DEC delivered 
Alpha and IBM delivered its 
first 64-bit AS/400s. In subse- 
quent years it has hyped 64-bit

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The Dow hit a 3.5- year high on Dec. 21 as investors expressed hope 
that the economy was stabilizing. Skeptics said that the boost was a tem- 
porary hurrah at the end of the year and that stocks could tumble again 
soon. The Dow closed at 10759.43, up from 10691.45 a week earlier. The 
Dow is up 10% since the presidential election. The Nasdaq closed at 
2150.91, down from 2162.55 a week earlier. The Nasdaq is up more than 
93% since October 2002. 



I Worldwide Semiconductor 
Revenue Hits 23% 

The global chip industry is on track to 
grow 23% in 2004, according to the latest 
prediction from Gartner. Revenue for semi- 
conductors will grow to $218 billion, up 
from $177 billion a year ago despite a slow- 
down in the second half brought about by 
excess inventories. Gartner said that vendors 
have throttled back on production to correct 
the inventory buildup. Intel remained the 
largest vendor with 13.7% market share, 
while Samsung Electronics was second with 
7% share. Texas Instruments ranked third 
with 4.4% share, and Infineon Technologies 
was fourth with 4% share. 

I ATI Reports Record Quarter 

Graphics chipmaker ATI reported a stel- 
lar quarter for the first fiscal quarter ended 
Nov. 30, and it said it foresees bright 
prospects for sales in the coming quarter. 
The company reported net income of $63.7 
million, up 34% from a year ago. Revenue 
was $613.9 million, up 31% from a year 
ago. Dave Orton, CEO, said the company 
saw good demand for its notebook and desk- 
top graphics chips and noted that the compa- 
ny saw supply shortages for some of its 
older parts. The company remains in close 
competition with NVIDIA, which a week 
earlier won a deal to supply graphics chip 
designs for Sony's upcoming PlayStation 3 
video game console. 



I Offshoring To Continue In 2005 

A report by neoIT predicted that more than 
80% of the world's top 2,000 companies will 
establish significant outsourcing operations 
by the end of 2005. Pressures to cut costs are 
growing, but political opposition to the prac- 
tice is weakening. SMEs are expected to join 
the trend, as are companies in the manufactur- 
ing, health care, and retail industries. India, 
China, Russia, Eastern Europe, and Southeast 
Asia are expected to benefit from the trend. 

I Solectron Returns To Profit 

Solectron posted a first-fiscal-quarter 
profit, but its revenues were weaker than the 
contract manufacturer predicted. The compa- 
ny reported net income of $55.9 million, up 
from a loss of $119.8 million a year earlier. 
Revenues were $2.69 billion, slightly below 
$2.7 billion a year earlier. The company had 
projected sales of $2.9 billion to $3.1 billion, 
and it blamed the shortfall on weakness for 
set- top boxes, third-generation cell phones, 
and semiconductor capital equipment. 

I Head Of eBay's Indian Unit 
Jailed On Porn Charges 

eBay won bail for the head of its Indian 
subsidiary after the government arrested him 
on charges that he ran an operation that 
allowed the sale of obscene material through 
the Internet. eBay said that the material isn't 
allowed on its site, and the material was 
quickly removed when it was discovered. 



I RIM's Net Income Rises Five-Fold 

Research in Motion said net income for 
its third fiscal quarter rose five-fold as sub- 
scribers continued to adopt the company's 
BlackBerry wireless email gadgets. RIM 
reported net income of $90.6 million for the 
three months ended Nov. 27, up from $16.3 
million a year earlier. Revenue more than 
doubled to $365.9 million from $153.9 mil- 
lion a year earlier as the company signed up 
387,000 subscribers during the quarter. 

I IAC To Spin Off Expedia 

IAC/InterActive said it would spin off its 
travel Web site business to shareholders in a 
separately traded company called Expedia. 
The businesses account for about 30% of 
IAC's revenue. Investors reacted positively 
to the news, and CEO Barry Diller said the 
breakup would simplify the company and 
help boost growth in different business- 
es. The Expedia operation will include 
Hotels.com, Hotwire, and other businesses. 
IAC will keep businesses such as the TV- 
shopping channel HSN, CitySearch, Ticket- 
master, and Lending Tree. 

I Microsoft & Citrix To Collaborate 

Microsoft struck a deal with corporate 
network software firm Citrix Systems to 



collaborate and license each other's technol- 
ogy. The five-year deal extends an earlier 
agreement and ensures that Citrix software 
will run smoothly on Microsoft's next ma- 
jor upgrade for its server software for net- 
worked computers. 

I Next Apple Chip 
Could Run Multiple OSes 

Apple could benefit from IBM's plans in 
2005 to create versions of its PowerPC 
chips that can run multiple operating sys- 
tems on the same computer. The next-gen- 
eration chip uses partitioning, a concept 
from mainframes that allows machines to 
divide themselves into compartments that 
can independently run software. 

I SCO Group Reports 
Deeper Loss 

The SCO Group reported another weak 
quarter as it posted a loss of $6.5 million for 
the quarter ended Oct. 31, compared with a 
loss of $1.6 million a year earlier. Revenue 
dropped from $24.3 million to $10.1 million. 
It blamed the revenue decrease on competi- 
tion and a drop in the company's success at 
licensing its intellectual property. SCO is 
suing IBM for Big Blue's alleged donation 
of SCO's proprietary Unix code to the open- 
source Linux OS.

Focus Piece 



Wireless 

With better products and stan- 
dards, the wireless world has never 
looked stronger. Not only are wire- 
less implementations being done in 
airports and other public gathering 
spots, but the technology is now 
seen at a large number of SMEs. 

Bipin Mistry, director of sys- 
tems architecture at 3Com, notes

AS PROCESSORS GET FASTER, de- 
vices get smaller, and security gets 
tougher, many small to medium- 
sized enterprises are finding that it's 
a great time to buy technology. 
Manufacturers are bolstering that 
feeling for the coming year with a 
slew of products and services 
designed to make management eas- 
ier and purchasing less painful. 

Here's what some major manu- 
facturers see in the coming year 
in terms of trends and products in 
important areas, with a close 
look at what SMEs in particular 
should see. 

Storage 

As every data center manager 
knows, the corporate realm is 
awash in information, and nearly 
all of it has to be captured, secured, 
and saved. But take heart: This 
year should prove to be a boon for 
the storage industry, since resource 
management is in the spotlight for 
many vendors. 

"The data storage industry has 
been invigorated by hardware and 
virtualization technologies that 
were unveiled by a variety of 



IT departments in the past but is 
due to get more exposure through 
better approaches soon. 

In 2005, Drummond thinks that 
companies, including SMEs, will 
find it easier to simplify infrastruc- 
tures and architectures through 
automation. "There are many intel- 
ligent orchestration and provision- 
ing products that help to do this," 
he says. "And I think more are on 
the way." 

In general, this should be a year 
of stronger management abilities in 
data centers of every size. Data cen- 
ter managers have put many hard- 
ware and storage pieces together in 
the past few years, and now they'll 
be looking more intently at how to 
create an automated, centralized 
process. "People are going to be 
intent on figuring out how their lit- 
tle puddles of data can be put into 
pools," says Drummond. "They 
want to manage fewer items." 

Security 

It seems a daunting task to con- 
sider which security products to 
choose. After all, the market has 
been flooded in the last few years 
with software, hardware, intrusion 
detection systems, consultants,

vendors last year," says Scott 
Drummond, IBM's program di- 
rector for storage networking. "I 
think we'll see similar innovation 
in the coming year." 

Drummond predicts that there are 
some major issues that will be 
addressed in the near future, includ- 
ing regulatory compliance, security, 
and management of data volumes. 
One notable focus area will also be 
information lifecycle management, 
which has been confusing for some 



and security certifications. But it's 
all for a good reason: The bad 
guys are still out there, and they're 
better armed than ever. 

One trend that's due to increase 
is attacks that are focused on mon- 
etary gain, according to Oliver 
Fredrichs, senior manager with 
Symantec Security Response. He 
notes that in the past, it was high 
school or college students that 
crafted viruses and worms in order 
to flex some technological muscle. 




But the ones to watch now are 
phishers, who are intent on identity 
theft and are developing powerful 
tools to trick users into opening 
their systems. 

Although phishing and spyware 
are sometimes considered prob- 
lems on a consumer level, Fred- 
richs says companies should be 
taking them far more seriously 
than they are. "The majority of 
threats are broad, so they're not 
targeted at home computers," he 
notes. "They affect everyone, and 
companies really should be look- 
ing at what they're doing to limit 
these attacks." 

With that in mind, companies 
such as Symantec, as well as oth- 
ers such as McAfee, will be ad- 
dressing emerging threats in the 
next year, including phishing. 
Steve Crutchfield, director of 
product marketing at McAfee, 
says his firm is tweaking products 
specifically geared toward helping 
SMEs manage multiple compo- 
nents of security, in order to stop 
threats before they wreak havoc 
inside the firewall. 

"SMEs usually don't have a 
dedicated security person," says 
Crutchfield. "So, you're going to 
see more software this year geared 
toward management and automa- 
tion for security." 



that enterprise features found in 
higher-end products have been 
working their way down into 
smaller offices, and this is good 
news for smaller companies. "It's 
getting much easier for SMEs to 
deploy wireless networks and self- 
contained systems," he says. 

He adds that companies such as 
3Com are working to meet this 
trend, and the result should be seen 
over the next year as the demand 
for wireless systems goes up. Many 
products that were designed for 
large enterprises are already being 
tweaked to fit smaller companies. 
This results not only in more af- 
fordable products, but also in the 
creation of products that have more 
simplicity and usability. 

"Companies have to have a level 
of functionality and security, but 
there's a great deal of complexity 
right now that's making it a chal- 
lenge to create simple products," 
says Mistry. In 2005, SMEs will 
likely see systems and applications 
that give greater performance at a 
better price, but they should be 
prepared to wait a few more years 
for all the complexity to be com- 
pletely managed, Mistry says. 

Networking 

Although wireless is all the rage, 
there are still wires involved, and 
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they have to be managed. Networks 
are being reconfigured to make way 
for VoIP in many cases, according 
to Mistry. 

Tom Buiocchi, vice president of 
worldwide marketing at Brocade, 
adds that there are many trends 
already happening in networking 
that are due to get stronger in the 
coming year. A main one is speed. 
"Networking has gotten signifi- 
cantly faster in the last few years, 
and it will keep getting even 
faster," he says. "This gives us a 
great opportunity for performance 
and interconnection." 

In storage area networking, data 
center managers can expect better 
ways to share data and devices 
across networks, and Buiocchi 
believes that faster network speed 
will reduce the number of "SAN 
islands" at companies. Rather than 
having independent storage net- 
works in a department, it will be 
possible to create a stronger, inter- 
connected network with SAN rou- 
ters and use selective channeling. 

Happily for SMEs, greater speed 
and capability won't have to come 
at a high price. "The cost of net- 
working products has come way 
down," he says. "You can expect 
that to continue." 

VoIP 

It seems that Internet telephony 
is finally turning the corner from 
an early-adopter darling to a reli- 
able business tool. VoIP isn't quite 
firmly entrenched as a standard 
business system yet, but many in 
the industry believe that it will 
come closer to that this year. 

About 40% of companies with 
fewer than 250 employees are mul- 
tisite, and 60% of companies with 
more than 250 employees have 
more than one office, according to 
Saied Seghatoleslami, general 
manager of the SMB division at 
Avaya. The rise in multiple loca- 
tions is driving the demand for 
VoIP, which is why so many ven- 
dors are jumping into the market. 
That activity will increase in the 
coming year, Seghatoleslami says. 

"Companies want to be able to 
provide a communication system 
that seems like it's in a single 
building," he notes. "To do that, 
VoIP is ideal." 

Over the next year, Avaya and 
other firms will be looking specifi- 
cally at creating products that 
appeal to SMEs in terms of fea- 
tures and prices, he says. "This is a 
market that's becoming very domi- 
nant, and we're all thinking of how 
to serve the needs of SMEs."

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hardware and plans to keep adding similar 
machines to keep up capacity. 

Like Ross and Haskins, Microstandard's 
Mitchell deals with the typical IT duties. But 
because he has very little support staff, he 
must also handle facilities work. That is why 
in 2005, he's planning to upgrade all of his 
sites with backup generators. While it would 
be a good idea to do this anyway, this pro- 
ject is again tied to his work in 2004. 

"Because we have Voice over IP, when 
we lose power, it is really traumatic for the 
company," he says. "The amount of power 
our systems and our phones take up is pro- 
hibitive for batteries, so we will be doing 
standby generators." 






asked me a year ago how easy it would be, 
I would have said something different." 

A Little Of This, A Little Of That 

This seems to be the general theme for 
Mitchell's counterparts at other SMEs. IT 
managers are tying up loose ends and 
building on groundwork laid in 2004. 

At AP Wagner, Ross' team of 22 staffers 
had been diligently at work to integrate sys- 
tems with six major partners with which the 
company struck deals to deliver product to 
customers. Prior to this time, the company 
had mostly confined its business to the 
Northeast. But in order to land several large 
contracts, it needed to expand its scope. 
The quickest way to do this was to employ 
other similar businesses across the country 
to deliver the product on its behalf. While 
management was celebrating the stroke of 
genius, IT needed to hustle to develop the 
technology to support the move. 

And if this wasn't enough, Ross' staff also 
spent much of the year on a pricey customer 
profitability system project. The project gave 



trying to integrate disparate internal sys- 
tems, as well as better integration with our 
large suppliers and business partners." 

Similar to Ross and Mitchell, Robert 
Haskins of Renesys in New Hampshire is 
on the warpath for maintenance projects in 
2005, as well. His company grew consider- 
ably last year, so it is finally time to under- 
take projects he may not have had time for 
before now. 

The company does data analysis for 
Internet companies. With so much data 
coming in and out of company systems, he 
definitely plans on taking a look at BGP 
(Border Gateway Protocol). 

And because much data also rests in the 
company's hands, there is also the little issue 
of storage for Haskins. "We're growing at a 
pretty rapid rate, so one of our biggest chal- 
lenges is managing the data," Haskins says. 

As the IT field general for Renesys, 
Haskins is charged with maintaining 10TB 
of data and counting. Unsurprisingly, his 
major concern is storage. He currently 
runs the data through Linux on commodity 



There Are Still Big Projects Out There 

Despite the conservative estimates of IT 
managers out in the field, there is a reason 
that analysts still expect moderate growth in 
2005. Yes, little projects cost money and 
they add up. But beyond that, these managers 
may be downplaying their project load a lit- 
tle. Mitchell says that there is nothing huge in 
the works for the company but then admits 
that he is looking into a major shift into 
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thin-client systems for the retail stores that 
Microstandard runs in Seattle. This would be 
an upgrade over the PC -based systems run 
by the stores now and would require a signif- 
icant investment in time and money. 

And for Haskins, in order to serve cus- 
tomers in disparate geographic regions bet- 
ter, he is working on the process to use 
colocation services in several locations 
across the globe. Dealing with the geo- 
graphic and integration issues of such a ser- 
vice purchase is nothing to laugh at. 

And what about Ross? Well, that business 
process tweaking is going to take some 
development of Web services and service- 
level architecture to get things integrated. 

So it isn't that these smaller businesses 
aren't willing to pony up the cash for sig- 
nificant projects in the upcoming year. It is 
more a case of them not simply throwing 
money at a problem for technology that 
may or may not have a return. Businesses 
are simply tightening their focus. 

Ross best sums it up. "One thing I can 
tell you for sure," he says. "We will not 
take on any IT project that there is not a 
clear ROI for." 



Projects That Won't Make The Cut 



There are plenty of projects that IT managers are taking on in 2005. Were there any that they decid- 
ed to take a pass on? Of course, they say. 

Chris Mitchell, IT director at Microstandard, won't be following the RFID trend that seems to be all 
the rage for distributing and retail. Like most things for small business, it is a matter of economics. 

"One thing I've learned is that technology doesn't fix everything," he says. "RFID is cool, but we can 
pay people to count things for us much more cheaply than implementing the technology." 

Robert Haskins of Renesys has the same money-saving attitude about storage networking. While 
he would love to employ network storage appliances in the infrastructure, he has to deal with the 
realities of working for an SMB. 

"We've looked at network appliances, and it is really great stuff. But the problem is price," he says. 
"It works very well and it would make my life easier, but the price per terabyte is prohibitive."

under various names from Merced 
to Itanium 2. In many ways, 
Itanium has suffered exactly the 
same fate as Alpha: innovative 
technology, too few 64-bit applica- 
tions. Without a strong 64-bit 
application portfolio, Itanium 
hasn't taken off but instead left 
Intel vulnerable to AMD's Opteron 
masterstroke. As a result, it seems 
clear that Windows is going to play 
out as a 32-bit application market 
for the foreseeable future." 

Erica Fields, communications 
manager at Intel, comments on the 
hype from Intel's perspective, say- 
ing, "It's become a reality. Now, 
the real differentiator for tech- 
nology vendors will be platform 
enhancements beyond pure perfor- 
mance. The 64-bit question is legit 
in today's data center. Over 40% 
of the Global 100 companies have 
deployed Itanium 2 processor- 
based servers for mission critical 
enterprise applications, such as 
enterprise resource planning, data- 
base, and business intelligence 
applications. Intel shipped more 
than 1 million Intel Xeon proces- 
sors with Extended Memory 64 
Technology (EM64T) in the first 
six months of launching the prod- 
uct. This is the fastest ramp in 
Intel's history." 

64-Bit In The SME 

Up to this point, 64-bit comput- 
ing has been traditionally used by 



large data centers with huge bud- 
gets and specialized 64-bit applica- 
tions. But what's happening in 
terms of 64-bit advances and adop- 
tion in the small to medium- sized 
enterprise space? According to 
Jarman, 64-bit has already set up 
shop. He says, "Intel's challenges

The Pros & Cons Of 64-Bit Computing 



Although 64-bit computing is upon us, there are several factors contributing to 
the big 64-bit question. Like the switch from 16-bit to 32-bit, the switch to 64-bit 
can only be a good thing in the long run. However, present-day 64-bit proces- 
sor and application enthusiasts still have differing opinions. Here are a few pros 
and cons that come from the "for" and "against" camps of the big question. 



PROS 

• 64-bit architectures make working with huge data sets in such applica- 
tions as digital video, scientific computing, and large databases easier. 

• In theory, by doubling 32-bit portions, a computer would run twice as fast. 

• 64-bit processors can theoretically manage 18 exabytes (1 billion giga- 
bytes) of memory. 

• Workstation users are now defining problems that require more memo- 
ry than is accessible with the 32-bit systems of today. 

• In a 64-bit environment, applications can work on files well in excess of 
the 2GB maximum of the 32-bit environment. 

• Larger amounts of data can be accessed as a single file, rather than 
breaking the file down into 2GB pieces. 



CONS 

• 64-bit chips produce a lot of heat, which limits their range of applications. 

• There is debate as to whether 64-bit architectures or 32-bit compatibili- 
ty modes will be faster than comparably priced 32-bit systems. 

• In 64-bit architectures, data occupies slightly more space in memory. 
This increases the memory requirements of a given process, which can 
have implications for efficient processor cache use. 



Jarman continues, "Of course, 
32-bit WinTel servers have a 
strong place in that market seg- 
ment and will continue to do so. 
Nonetheless, for many growing 
SMEs, avoiding the trap of spiral- 
ing costs of WinTel server farms, 
plus increased focus on avail- 
ability and security, leads them to 
consider more scalable and robust 
64-bit alternatives. 64-bit without 
binary compatibility for applica- 
tions has indeed been exposed as 
mere hype by today's data center 
managers. But IBM is delivering 
on what was, after all, the original 
promise of 64-bit: scalable perfor- 
mance with freedom from legacy 
limitations of previous processor 
architectures. That's a promise 
that still stands firm with today's 
data center managers. 64-bit is 
here to stay in the data center." 

Fields agrees but sees the pro- 
cess happening at a slower pace. 
She says, "The adoption of 64-bit 
computing is slow, but it contin- 
ues to grow. We are seeing the 
more 'sophisticated' end users 
deploy Intel-based 64-bit servers 
and workstations for applications 
such as financial analysis, busi- 
ness intelligence, simulations, 
and databases. The need for 64- 
bit computing in the SMB market 
is useful in vertical industries 
such as manufacturing, finance, 
and energy. These industries gen- 
erate massive amounts of data 
that needs to be managed and 
analyzed and the benefits of 
Intel-based 64-bit computing 
can enhance the reliability, avail- 
ability, and scalability of the 
applications that process and 
store this data." 
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Getting Over The Obstacles 

To other 64-bit hopefuls, soft- 
ware and money are the biggest 
hindrances at this juncture. Be- 
cause 64-bit chips are designed for 
use on an entirely new set of soft- 
ware applications (nothing like 
what's available today), it could be 
a few years before those applica- 
tions actually come to fruition. And 
then there is money. The amount of 
memory needed to uncage a 64-bit 
system's full possibility might stay 
too pricey for a few years yet. If 
you consider upgrading a typical 
32-bit PC, stacked with 512MB of 
RAM, matching the theoretical 
addressability limit of 4GB would 
cost an estimated $700. Now theo- 
retically, 64-bit PCs have an 
addressability limit of 16TB, so 
comparatively speaking, even 
upgrading in a 64-bit environment 
will cost an SME an arm and a leg. 

However, despite the downside, 
the plusses speak for themselves. 
Around the time the 64-bit hype 
was huge, Gartner Custom Re- 
search released a survey report 
where respondents named the pri- 
mary benefit of 64-bit computing 
as increased performance through 
the ability to access more memory. 
Respondents also said 64-bit com- 
puting would enable faster queries 
and processing for huge database 
applications, as well as facilitating 
faster financial transactions. Most 
respondents also agreed that 64-bit 
migration would start with large, 
core database servers and transac- 
tion-based applications. They were 
right on the money. Now, let's see 
how the adoption process pans out 
for mom and pop in the SME.

What Will Network Administration 
Look Like In 2025? 



by Bruce Gain 

You can trace the science of informa- 
tion technology as we know it back to basic 
research at university and government labs 
more than three decades ago. But which of 
today's discoveries will one day have real 
effects on how IT admins do their 
jobs? 

In the near term, reports from 
top research labs such as UC 
Berkeley, Caltech, and MIT offer 
hints of what to look for in the 
coming years. Grid computing 
over 100 Gigabit networks, perva- 
sive computing, and nanocircuits 
are technologies likely to radically 
transform IT. In the long term, 
technologies that will one day rev- 
olutionize IT are probably hidden 
in a few among thousands of scien- 
tific papers published every year. 



The Ethernet Wellspring 

For IT admins, cutting-edge re- 
search on the university level is 
often an exciting topic. Many came 
to the IT field after pursuing com- 
puter or basic science degrees and 
were driven by a passion for tech- 
nology. 

But while important scientific 
advances are intellectually fasci- 
nating and ultimately important, 
they also offer only a glimpse of 
the future, as it usually takes years 
before scientific discoveries see 
wide-scale application. Ethernet, 
for example, was first invented in 
the 1970s by Robert Metcalfe at Xerox 
PARC (Palo Alto Research Center). It took 
almost a decade for the technology to see 
wide-scale commercialization and didn't 
really begin to bloom until the 1990s. 

Meanwhile, computer research centers 
continue to churn out data and test poten- 
tially revolutionary hypotheses involving 
technologies that, in the IT field, are in- 
tended to ultimately facilitate how different 
types of computing devices share data. 

"Ultimately, the fundamental goal of a 
network is to provide reliable communica- 
tions in an environment that is inherently 
unreliable," says MIT graduate consultant 
Kenneth P. Wacks, Ph.D. "This has been 
the goal of communications engineering 
since the 1940s." 

The next fundamental research break- 
throughs in the computing field thus might 
affect IT management in one year or in 
three decades. "Around 1980, you saw the 
Internet, but did you think to write a cover 
story on its worldwide impact on world- 
wide business?" Wacks says. 

100 Gigabit Ethernet 

Earlier this year, a group of researchers, 
led by Caltech with partners from around 
the world, such as CERN (the birth- 
place of the World Wide Web in Geneva, 
Switzerland), managed to sustain a 
lOlGbps data link between Pittsburgh and 
Los Angeles. The transfer rate was four 
times faster than the previous year' s record 
of 23.2Gbps. The group's "High-Speed 
Terabyte Transfers For Physics" project's 
record data transfer speed was equivalent to 



downloading three full DVD movies per 
second or transmitting all of the content of 
the Library of Congress in 15 minutes, Cal- 
tech says. 

The group's immediate goal was to create 
a grid computing network in preparation for 
the next generation of high-energy physics 




experiments at CERN's Large Hadron 
Collider, scheduled to begin operation in 
2007. Physicists at the LHC will search for 
the Higgs particles thought to be responsi- 
ble for mass in the universe and for super- 
symmetry and other fundamentally new 
phenomena bearing on the nature of matter 
and space/time, in an energy range made 
accessible by the LHC for the first time. 

For future enterprise applications, the 
100 Gigabit grid network also shows the 
commercial world that such a high-speed 
network is possible. 



"These are global networks with links 
across the Atlantic and Pacific. My 
[physics] field is probably the leading user 
of networks, especially since we also led 
some of the earlier developments," says 
Harvey Newman, a professor of physics at 
Caltech and head of the research team. "We 
were, for example, able to realize how to 
use these high-speed networks efficiently 
. . . However, corporations don't yet be- 
lieve that 100 Gig networks can work, but 
we show that they can." 

Pervasive Computing 

If MIT researchers have their 
way, IT administration will have 
little to do with workstations, key- 
boards, and mice. In fact, MIT's 
Computer Science and Artificial 
Intelligence Laboratory's Cricket 
system is more about a world in 
which computers are invisible and, 
using voice commands, users can 
accomplish such tasks as learning 
where to install an electrical out- 
let, finding a colleague, or playing 
a virtual reality game, MIT says. 

Cricket is part of CSAIL's five- 
year Project Oxygen, a research 
initiative that, MIT says, aims to 
bring "abundant computation and 
communication, as pervasive and 
free as air, naturally into people's 
lives." In other words, the system 
is intended to one day network the 
myriad of electronic devices that 
are found everywhere, while at the 
same time making it easier for 
users to control their computing 
environments. 

The Cricket system that is tested 
now combines radio frequency 
and ultrasound technologies em- 
bedded in walls, ceilings, and devices such 
as laptops, PCs, and handhelds that "chirp" 
by sending concurrent ultrasonic pulses. 
The pulses then serve to connect the differ- 
ent devices, enabling them to share data, 
MIT says. Early adopters include research 
groups at universities, corporations, and 
hospitals; one chemical sensor company is 
experimenting with Cricket to help monitor 
chemical and gas leaks. MIT says the 
Cricket system will likely see application 
within 10 years in robotics, monitoring ap- 
plications, and games. 
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Nano-Wiring 

Scientists at UC Berkeley continue to hone 
the development of electronic devices the 
size of a single nanowire, which is less than 
one-hundredth the width of a human hair. By 
mating different materials along the length of 
a single nanowire using manufacturing tech- 
niques common in the semiconductor indus- 
try, researchers are working to create a single 
nanowire device that can incorporate tran- 
sistor junctions, light-emitting diodes, and 
lasers, Berkeley scientists say. 

Peidong Yang, assistant professor of 
chemistry at Berkeley and a faculty scien- 
tist in the Materials Science division at

Lawrence Berkeley National Laboratory, 
predicts the near-term availability of 
nanowire devices for chemical sensing, 
optoelectronics, and eventually nanoelec- 
tronics. 

Will IT admins thus one day troubleshoot 
a workstation motherboard that can fit on 
the palm of your hand? 

Working With What We Have 

Much of today's groundbreaking re- 
search that will serve as the basis for wide- 
scale IT applications decades from now has 
very little to do with today's applications. 
For example, only a handful of researchers 
had an idea of the World Wide Web's 
potential impact on society. Today's physi- 
cal science breakthroughs thus offer tech- 
nologists and futurists very few clues about 
how they will play out in our day-to-day 
life in the future. 

At the same time, even the latest and 
greatest technologies that pure research 
centers offer are not necessarily the best 
solutions for wide- scale applications. 

"Both Ethernet and Internet technologies 
originated around the 1970s and early 
1980s, and generally technologies that are 
more than 25 years old have been replaced. 
But in these cases, they have been im- 
proved with a combination of hardware, 
software, and [other means], so we have 
found that even though the Internet is not 
the optimal solution for the worldwide net- 
working of computers, it is the most widely 
adopted technology ever," Wacks says. "So 
there is something to be said about making 
the most of what is available, even if it is 
not optimal."

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What The Next 12 Months 
Will Bring For IT

The holidays have come and gone, which 
means we've seen a heap of stress, a short 
vacation, and an extra five or 10 pounds for 
the average person. 

But the New Year rings in more than big 
thighs: It brings a new budget, a new set of 
projects, and even a new set of technolo- 
gies to the table — or at the very least, the 



package," says Levy, "what amounts to a 
SAN in a box." 

The result? In 2005, even the humblest 
of network admins may be able to install 
and manage the most complex of storage 
systems. 

Lots Of Talk 

But, for 2005, Levy sees big moves in 
more than just storage. 
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evolution of today's systems to become 
more adaptive to enterprise needs. 

So what's in store for 2005? We inter- 
viewed a number of leading analysts to find 
the answer to that question and got some 
answers that might surprise you. 

SAN? Did Someone Say SAN? 

"It's all SANs, all the time," says Carmi 
Levy, senior research analyst for Info-Tech 
Research Group of London, Ontario. (Info- 
Tech analysts write a regular column for 
Processor.) 

"That's where the markets are. We're 
seeing the technology move from the enter- 
prise into the midsize space," he adds, not- 
ing that now is the first time that SANs 
have become a real option for companies 
with fixed storage budgets. 

What's more, IBM, Dell, and others have 
noticed the trend and begun to chase the mar- 
ket. "They're starting to sell a consolidated 



Look Into 

The Crystal Ball 



In its study of IT spending trends in 2005, 
research firm META Group uncovered a few 
surprising projections. 

• North America will no longer be the growth 
hub of IT spending. Spending in EMEA 
(Europe, the Middle East, and Africa) will 
grow at a faster rate than spending in 
North America in 2005. 

• Both North America and EMEA will trail the 
Asia-Pacific region in 2005 IT spending. 

• Let's hear it for the underdog: SMBs, not 
big business, will drive the growth of IT 
spending in the next 12 months. 

• Companies with yearly revenue upwards of 
$1 billion will maintain or cut their IT bud- 
gets, not grow them, in 2005. 

• In 2005, hot growth segments for IT spend- 
ing will be insurance, education, and health 
care. Spending in construction, engineer- 
ing, and transportation will start to wane. 



"We saw a lot of VoIP in 2004," he says, 
"and I expect that to continue in 2005." 

He's not alone. Mika Krammer, re- 
search vice president for the small and 
midsized business group at Gartner, sees 
"increased investments in VoIP in com- 
panies of 500 to 1,000. In fact," she says, 
"we're seeing a steady increase in invest- 
ment in VoIP right now." 

Why the ramp-up? According to Levy, it 
lies in the demise of analog voice systems 
that were put in place for Y2K, and a major 
new push toward digital. But that brings a 
slew of new problems with it, and Levy is 
quick to note that IT managers in small 
firms "may need help in this field. If they 
don't have the expertise, they'll need some- 
one to help them work through it." 

After all, with VoIP, the enterprise is 
moving voice over its data network, which 
can bring about some core level changes in 
IT infrastructure. 

The Business Of Business Apps 

At Gartner, says Krammer, analysts have 
found another trend that looms over next 
year's landscape. 

"Compared to last year, we're forecast- 
ing pretty healthy growth in spending on 
business applications, both front office and 
back office," she says. 

Just which apps are hot, of course, depends 
on the vertical market. "For instance," adds 
Krammer, "banks are buying or spending 
money to improve front-office applications, 
the kind that face the customer." 

But no matter what the application in 
question, Krammer notes that a need for 
integration is vital to spending decisions in 
this field. "We see a lot of companies that 
want to merge their corporate data to opti- 
mize their information. They need to inte- 
grate ecommerce and e-business functions 
with legacy systems," she says. 

What's more, they want their apps to be 
Web-enabled so they can be remotely 
accessed by customers, employees, and key 
suppliers. In fact, it's supply chain issues 
such as these that will drive the emergence 
of a key technology in 2005: RFID, or 
radio frequency identification. 



In use if not in design, RFID is akin to 
bar codes in that both can be used to 
uniquely identify anything from greeting 
cards to bombs to pet food. And the Wal- 
Marts of the world have begun to demand 
their use from the midsized shippers that 
supply them. 

"Readers, scanners, and being able to 
connect RFID back through ERP applica- 
tions will drive SCM spending in 2005," 
says Krammer. "It's been fairly light in the 
SMB space as of late." 

Threats, The Government 

& Threats From The Government 

It's a scary world out there, and fear — 
the fear of attack, unlawful entry, and 
theft — is driving a number of trends in 
2005. First among these, according to Levy 
of Info-Tech, is convergence. 

"We've always had antivirus as a stand- 
alone tool," says the analyst and SMB 
expert. "Same for antispam and anti-spy- 
ware. But in 2005, we'll see them com- 
bined into flagship suites. In fact," he adds, 
"we see that already with Norton and 
McAfee." 

And companies are only going to in- 
crease their investment in security and 
security personnel in 2005. "We've begun 
to see a rise in security and secure Web 
application development," says Matthew

amount of government compliance, and it 
all has a systems implication, from security 
to financial systems to IT testing and audit- 
ing." Sullivan also notes that 2005 should 
be a good year to have the CISA (certified 
information systems auditor) certification 
on your resume. 

A Bad Year For Bill? 

But perhaps the most important trends in 
2005 will strike the granddaddy of corporate 
IT: Microsoft. And they may strike it hard. 

"The browser wars continue to rage," 
says Levy. "Microsoft might weigh in with 
an interim release of IE before they release 
Longhorn." 

And that could mean a huge expense for 
the midsized company. "Up until last year, 
you developed [for] IE, because who 
cares? That's all there was. Now, one in 10 
of your users may very well be using Mo- 
zilla," adds Levy. And Sullivan notes that 
in 2004, Penn State asked that all students 
and faculty ditch IE in favor of some form 
of open-source browser, whether Mozilla 
or Firefox. 

The result? A rift in the growing set of 
Web standards. "A lot of IE-specific, non- 
compliant program code that was built will 
have to be rebuilt," says Levy. 

And of course Linux will continue to rear 
its head in 2005, as most SMBs start to see

The portal features six call destinations: 
Boston; San Jose, Calif.; Helsinki, Finland;

To begin testing, you must first choose one

If you choose the Conserve Bandwidth 
option, the system emulates the G.729

During the dot-com boom, 

managed services were an expen- 
sive luxury for large data centers 
and a figment of the small to medi- 
um-sized enterprise's imagination. 
Now, the managed services market 
is driven by a multibillion-dollar 
chauffeur who is quite comfortable 
with the term "growth." It might 
be safe to say that managed ser- 
vices have gone from a data center 
luxury to an IT manager/SME 
necessity. Any IT service needs 
managing, whether it's VPN, IDS, 
email security, storage, desktop, or 
remote management. 

Calculators Don't Lie 

Crunching numbers reveals the 
depth and breadth of the managed 



services industry. The MSP 
Alliance and THINKstrategies 
published a survey in June, where 
more than 50 managed service 
providers recorded more than a 
50% growth in revenue and nearly 
25% in customers last year. The 
forecast is impressive, as well, as 
most market research firms have a 
double-digit growth forecast for 
the managed services market. 

Gartner, for example, estimated 
that the total managed services 
market for the United States alone 
would grow from $15 billion in 
2002 to $31.5 billion in 2006, a 
CAGR (compound annual growth 
rate) of 22.4%. The research firm 
also estimates that managed secu- 
rity services will be the fastest 
growing type of managed service 
through 2006, a CAGR of 19.3%.

In the same vein, Meta Group 
expects 60% of enterprises to con- 
tract managed security services by 
2005. And IDC is onboard as 
well, seeing the managed services 
market growing at a CAGR of 
more than 17% through 2007. 

An Appetite For One Source 

So why the boom? Craig 
Rauchle, chief operating officer 
and executive vice president at 
Inter-Tel, has the scoop. He says, 
"Approximately 50% of all the 
business we conduct in the United 
States has a managed services ele- 
ment to it, a significant increase 
over previous years. The reason 
behind this increase is simple: 
Today's businesses just don't 
have the time, resources, or the 
inclination to oversee the ad- 
ministration of a complex com- 
munications operation that may 
involve a dozen or so vendors. 
Typically, customers are looking 
for one source to streamline and 
economize their networks so they 
can concentrate on what they do 
best: run their businesses." 

Robert Offley, president and 
CEO of Fusepoint Managed Ser- 
vices, has the skinny on the cli- 
ent's perspective. He says, "Our 
clients know that there is more 
pressure on IT every day to do 
more with less. Clients are now 
looking at round two of outsourc- 
ing: It's not just about cost sav- 
ings, its about getting the experts 
to do core tasks which must be 
done flawlessly so you can focus 
on your business and the strategic 
issues." Offley says managed ser- 
vice providers are guarantee- 
ing service levels beyond the infra- 
structure straight to the application 
layer. In other words, who cares if 
the Internet or server is available if 
my application is not? 

On a global market scale, the 
future for managed services is 
also looking bright. According to 
a prediction last year by research 
company Forrester, the European 



managed services market will be 
worth about 23 billion ($30.6 bil- 
lion US). The benefits of man- 
aged services allow companies to 
cut costs and make improvements 
to the efficiency of IT systems 
and services. In order to help 
clients realize these benefits, 
managed-service providers are 
targeting a broader scope of man- 
agement functions and figuring 
out how to package, price, and 
position their offerings to make 
them more successful. 

Rauchle says there is a great 
case for managed services. "As 
companies look to explore new

Rauchle also commented on 
pricing trends from Inter-Tel' s 
standpoint. He says, "Every time 
we discuss a managed services 
solution with a customer, we use 
an ROI calculator, using their hard 
numbers, to show exactly how 
much money the business will 
save using our services. In many 
instances, the company recoups its 
initial investment in a matter of 
weeks." He continues, "Inter-Tel is 
unique in that it can bundle a com- 
plete end-to-end communications 
solution, including hardware, soft- 
ware, customized applications, net- 
work planning and provisioning, 
along with service and support, for 
one predetermined monthly fee. 
That price is specified on the type 
of technology required by the cus- 
tomer, how many employees will 
use the system, as well as cus- 
tomized development." 

At any rate, IT managers are 
becoming more comfortable with

avenues to reduce costs and 
remain competitive, we expect to 
see the interest in managed ser- 
vices escalate even more.

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Building An SQL Database 
Cluster (Part One) 



If you plan to deploy 
a database-backed 
application that requires 
very high uptime, you need 
to decide how to make sure 
that your database is always 
available. In multitiered ap- 
plications, it is relatively 
straightforward to ensure 
the availability of http and 
application servers by mak- 
ing them redundant. 

It's not so simple to do 
this for the database layer 
since there can only be one 
active current copy of the 
data. One option is to set 
up replication between 
your active database and a 
standby database. This pro- 
vides you a nearly up-to- 
date copy of your database 
that you can manually fail 
over to in the event that 
your primary database 
fails. However, replication 
is only feasible if your 
database isn't very busy 
and the manual failover 
time may not be acceptable 
to your customers. 

A much more robust, al- 
beit more expensive, option 
is to deploy a database 
cluster. I'll start the discus- 



sion of how to do that in 
today's column. 

Types Of Clustering 

While there are many 
variations on clustering, 
they generally fall into two 
categories: fault-tolerant 
clusters and load-sharing 
clusters. A fault-tolerant 
cluster consists of a single 
active server per database 
and one or more passive 
failover servers. The single 
active server handles all 
database traffic for a given 
database, and if it fails, one 
of the passive servers takes 
over all of the database traf- 
fic for that database. This is 
the simplest clustering to 
implement, but it means 
that you'll have one or more 
expensive servers doing 
nothing most of the time. 

Load-sharing clusters 
spread the database load for 
any given database across 
multiple servers, much like 
a server load balancer does 
for a Web farm. This allows 
you to provide a highly 
available and highly scal- 
able database solution. 
However, load-sharing clus- 



ters are intrinsically com- 
plex due to the need to man- 
age simultaneous access to 
the same data from multiple 
systems. You'll need a lot 
of money and some very 
talented technical staff to 
deploy and maintain a load- 
sharing database cluster. 

A good compromise that 
works well for most appli- 
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cations is to deploy a 
hybrid of these two solu- 
tions by configuring two 
database instances on each 
of two servers. Make data- 
base 1 active on server A 
and passive on server B, 
and database 2 active on 
server B and passive on 
Server A. In this configura- 
tion, both of your database 
servers are sharing the 



work load, and both have 
automatic failover. The 
drawback is that in the 
event of a server failure, all 
database traffic will be han- 
dled by a single server, so 
you'll need to size your 
servers appropriately. 

Software Considerations 

All of the top commercial 
database products offer 
some form of clustering, 
and recently MySQL also 
released clustering sup- 
port. I'm going to use Mi- 
crosoft SQL Server for this 



Windows Server 2003 En- 
terprise Edition (or Data- 
center Edition), which in- 
cludes clustering support. 
Microsoft has increased the 
maximum number of clus- 
ter nodes in Windows 2003 
Server to eight and now 
supports N+I configura- 
tions with N active nodes 
and I passive nodes. If your 
application needs multi- 
ple database servers, this 
allows you to stick with 
straightforward fault-toler- 
ant clustering and still 
make relatively efficient

discussion because that is 
the product I'm most famil- 
iar with. Some of the con- 
cepts will be the same as for 
other platforms, but the de- 
tails will be very different. 
And as the saying goes, the 
devil is in the details — espe- 
cially when it comes to 
database clusters. 

SQL clustering requires 
SQL 2000 Enterprise Ed- 
ition. You'll also need 



use of your servers. It is 
similar to RAID configura- 
tions where most of the 
disks carry data, but some 
percentage are reserved for 
parity data and as spares. 
However, very few applica- 
tions will need more than 
two databases, so for our 
discussion we'll stick with 
a two-node cluster because 
that is the most cost-effec- 
tive configuration. 



Server Hardware 
Considerations 

You'll need to size each of 
your two servers to handle 
the load for both database 
instances. This means that if 
you need one CPU and 4GB 
of RAM for each database 
instance, you'll need to order 
your servers with two pro- 
cessors and 8GB of RAM. 

You'll also need to con- 
sider your storage require- 
ments. Cluster services re- 
quire at least one shared 
disk drive that is connected 
to both servers for the quo- 
rum drive. You'll need to 
purchase RAID controllers 
that are cluster-aware so 
that cluster services can 
mediate access to the shared 
storage device. If you use 
internal RAID controllers, 
you'll have to disable write 
caching since the control- 
lers won't be able to en- 
sure cache coherency. This 
won't be an issue for the 
quorum disk, but it means 
you'll want some other type 
of storage for your actual 
databases. 

We'll finish discussing 
storage options and how to 
set things up in my next 
column.

Because of this, the zealots 
are now begging IT man- 
agers everywhere to ban 
GDS from any computer 
within a 20-mile radius of the 
corporate LAN and to add 
A9 to the banned sites list. 

There's only one response 
to these folks: Get a life. 

What's The Big Deal? 

Everyone's knickers are 
in a twist because Amazon 
makes you register with 
them before you can use all 
of A9's advanced features. 
Amazon says this informa- 
tion will be used to enhance 
the search experience by 
localizing your results and 



allowing you to store your 
search sessions for later re- 
trieval. 

My apologies for stating 
the obvious, but precisely 
how is this different from 
registration for any other free 
Web-based service, like 
Google Mail or Hotmail? 

Google's big sin lies in 
how the tool indexes your 
hard drive. In doing so, it can 
potentially include pages 
with sensitive information, 
like bank statements and 
credit reports, in future 
search results. 

Both companies have been 
quite verbose in explaining 
these risks and providing 
workarounds to ensure all 
security issues are addressed 
before these tools are de- 
ployed to end users.

And even if 
you're not online, your 
bank account information 
might be sitting on a stolen 
hard drive that's being auc- 
tioned off on eBay.

Unless we sign a lease 
on the lovely cave next 
door to Osama' s hideout, 
we're going to be connect- 
ed in some way, and in 
doing so, ghosts of our 
existence will exist outside 
the walls of our respective 
homes and businesses. 

Until the day that someone 
absolutely assures us that 
there is no risk — which is as 
likely to happen as Osama 
getting one of my Gmail 
invitations — we may as well 
enjoy the groundbreaking 
functionality improvements 
offered by services like GDS 
andA9.

The Secondary Market/ 
Computer Reseller World 

Welcome to my world: the 
world of the secondary mar- 
ket/computer reseller. My 
name is Joseph Marion, and I 
have been involved in the 
secondary market for more 
than 30 years buying, selling, 
leasing, maintaining, and 
exporting equipment. I've 
sold new equipment, used 
equipment, and gray market 
machines. Currently I serve 
as president of the Asso- 
ciation of Service and Com- 
puter Dealers, International, 
a nonprofit trade organiza- 
tion of companies that buy, 
sell, and service a plethora of 



equipment including IBM, 
HP, Cisco, and more. 

Some computer dealers 
(aka computer resellers) sell 
new equipment under autho- 
rization from manufacturers. 




Some computer dealers (aka 
secondary market dealers) 
only sell used equipment. 
And some do both. In fact, 
there are over 4,000 comput- 
er dealers worldwide. So 
how's one to choose? 

First decide if you are 
looking to buy new or used 
equipment. If you know that

what you need is not avail- 
able used, look for an autho- 
rized business partner for a 
manufacturer. Most manu- 
facturers have set up links on 
their Web sites to enable you 
to find their business part- 
ners. The ASCDI Web site 
(www.ascdi.com) has a fea- 
ture that lets you search for 
authorized business partners 
by geographic location. An 



jump on the Internet, do a 
Google search, and buy from 
the first name that pops up. I 
hear it all the time: "I found 
that new hardware from a 
dealer at 50% off of list. I 
sent my check, but I never 
received my equipment. 
When I tried to contact the 
seller, their phone was dis- 
connected." Great deal, huh? 
OK, so whom can you trust? 
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For the past 30 years Joseph Marion has worked in the technology 
equipment reseller market. In the 1970s he competed with the 
major equipment manufacturers by selling, leasing, exporting, and 
maintaining used equipment. In the 1980s, he "crossed over, "joining 
forces with IBM and becoming one of its most successful authorized 
business partners. Since 1990 Marion has headed up the Association 
of Service and Computer Dealers International, the world's largest 
association of companies that deal in technology products. 
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authorized business partner 
can usually sell you that new 
piece of hardware for a better 
price than you can buy it 
from the manufacturer. And 
because they are authorized, 
there should be no problems 
getting maintenance and 
software updates. 

If the equipment you are 
looking for is more than one 
year old, you may be able to 
save some money by buying 
it from a secondary market 
dealer. But slow down. The 
last thing you want to do is 



Again, I encourage you to 
turn to www.ascdi.com. The 
dealers who belong to the 
ASCDI have agreed to abide 
by an Industry Standard 
Code of Ethics. The code 
requires that each member 
follow through on any com- 
mitment made. If you deal 
with an ASCDI member and 
feel that they have not hon- 
ored their part of a transac- 
tion, you have the right to 
file a complaint with the 
association. If the member is 
found in violation of the 



code, they could be suspend- 
ed or expelled from the 
ASCDI. The bottom line is 
that if you choose an ASCDI 
member company, you have 
an independent body to turn 
to in the unlikely event that 
the transaction doesn't go as 
planned. You can't get that 
any place else in the sec- 
ondary market. And there is 
no cost for this service. 

OK, so maybe it's not so 
hard to find a credible dealer. 
But what will the manufac- 
turer do to me if I don't buy 
directly from them? Is it legal 
to use the software that 
comes with the equipment? 
Some manufacturers have 
policies that enhance the 
value of used equipment, 
offering software and mainte- 
nance support. They under- 
stand that by supporting the 
value of secondary market 
equipment they encourage 
users to buy their new prod- 
ucts. Other manufacturers 
view their own used equip- 
ment as the enemy and make 
it very difficult to buy sec- 
ondary market equipment. 

My next column will cover 
the long arm of the manufac- 
turers and the impact they 
can have on the residual 
value of your hardware.

Preparing 
For The Worst 



Simple Advice For Creating 
A Disaster Recovery Plan 



by Tony Bradley 

When it comes to protecting net- 
work and computer resources in the 
event of a catastrophe, it is not a good 
practice to learn things the hard way. 
It is imperative to weigh every risk 
and consider every potential scenario 
before it occurs so that adequate steps 
can be taken to protect the network. 

Assessing Probability vs. Impact 

The terrorist attacks on Sept. 11, 
2001, brought to light an important 
consideration for creating a disaster 
recovery plan: probability vs. impact. 
Traditionally, the likelihood of an 
event occurring has played a major role 
in whether that scenario was consid- 
ered in the overall DRP. If the odds of 
an event occurring were so small that 
the event could be considered a statisti- 
cal impossibility, it did not make much 
sense to build the DRP around it. 

However, John William Toigo, CEO 
of Toigo Partners and author of 
"Disaster Recovery Planning: Strategies 
for Protecting Critical Information 
Assets," stresses that, "Regardless of 
cause, companies should develop capa- 
bilities that cover a complete smoke- 
and-rubble scenario, but that can be 
implemented in a modular way to re- 
spond to lesser emergencies." 

In the end, the DRP has to account 
for a range of contingencies from a 
simple server crash up to the complete 
destruction of the data center. More 
emphasis is placed on storing critical 
data and resources offsite with plans 
and procedures in place to allow the 
company to resume business from an 
alternate location as quickly as possi- 
ble in the event of a disaster. 

Clearly Define Your Goal 

There are a lot of scenarios to con- 
sider when creating a comprehensive 



Critical Questions 



Some disasters may only interrupt business for a few hours, while others may result in 
an indefinite interruption of normal business operations. It is difficult to account for every 
possible scenario that might impact the network, but below are some key considerations 
that apply almost universally when developing a disaster recovery plan. 

• What assets and resources are absolutely essential to maintain or resume business 
operations? 

• How long will mission-critical servers be able to run during a power outage? 

• Is critical data backed up regularly and stored offsite? 

• Have the backups been tested to validate that the data can be restored when necessary? 

• Are there any legal or regulatory obligations (Sarbanes-Oxley, HIPAA, etc.) related to 
the safeguarding of data? 

• Has an alternate site been identified to resume business in the event the primary 
location is inaccessible? 

• What is the minimum server and storage capacity necessary to resume business? 

• How long will it take to bring backup equipment online and restore data to resume 
business operations? 

• Have disaster recovery procedures been thoroughly documented, and are key per- 
sonnel familiar with them? 

• Are there any forms, documents, or other nontechnical materials needed to perform 
critical business functions? 



disaster recovery plan. It is helpful 
when creating the plan to clearly define 
the ultimate goals of the DRP. As 
Toigo described, the plan should ideally 
provide a systematic means for resum- 
ing business in the event of the com- 
plete destruction of the data center but 
should be able to be implemented on a 
modular basis that can be applied to 
lesser disasters, as well. 

The goal of the DRP will vary from 
company to company and possibly even 
from department to department (see the 
"Disaster Recovery Plan Goals" side- 
bar). Typically the plan should provide 
the means to protect company assets 
and resources, minimize the potential 
for economic losses to the company 
and, ultimately, ensure the continued 
existence of the company. 

Ask The Right Questions 

One of the keys to success in creat- 
ing an effective disaster recovery plan 
is to ask the right questions (see the 
"Critical Questions" sidebar). Devel- 
oping a comprehensive disaster recov- 
ery plan requires thinking beyond the 
simple steps of backing up data on a 
regular basis. 

In order to plan for how to continue 
operations and resume normal business 
activity, there must be an understand- 
ing of what the essential requirements 
are for doing business. Are there any 
forms, documents, or other nontechni- 
cal materials needed to perform critical 
business functions? How long will mis- 
sion-critical servers be able to run dur- 
ing a power outage? 

Each department within the compa- 
ny should conduct a review by analyz- 
ing a given two- to four-week period 
of time and identifying the critical 
business functions that are performed 
and what sort of equipment and data 
are essential for completing those 
functions. 



Toigo states that individual depart- 
ments may not be capable of address- 
ing this need. "Typically, you need a 
process led by a particular person, a 
DR (Disaster Recovery) or BC 
(Business Continuity) planner — and a

lot of management visibility — to have 
any success in this research." 

Variations On Redundancy 

Preventing an interruption in the 
ability to conduct business or recover- 
ing from a complete disaster often 
involves some level of redundancy. It 
is important to determine the impact 
such an interruption might have on 
profits or revenue in order to provide 
a frame of reference for developing a 
budget to prevent or recover from it. 

How long can you afford for the net- 
work to be down? What is your break- 
even point in terms of dollars lost vs. 
the cost of the equipment necessary to 
ensure the servers are available? 

Is it good enough to plan to pur- 
chase equipment on short notice when 
the need arises? Perhaps duplicate 
equipment should be purchased in 
advance and held in reserve as a "cold 
standby" solution. If losing access to 
the network or a critical server might 
cost the company $1 million a day, it 
makes the cost of implementing an 
appropriate high- availability solution 
seem inexpensive by comparison. 

Regardless of whether a nearby 
lightning strike knocks out power for 
a few hours or an earthquake levels 
the entire business location, a disas- 
ter's overall impact on your ability to 
conduct business can be minimized if 
you've asked the right questions and 
developed the proper plans to assure 
that the equipment and data neces- 
sary to conduct business remain 
available.

Focus Changes 

From Backup To Recovery

Companies insure against fire, 
theft, and the death of key em- 
ployees. Today, most small to 
medium-sized enterprises also 
insure against the loss of data 
with backup tapes of corporate 
data — often the most important 
physical asset of a company. 

Tape backup has been around 
for many years, decades even. 
SMEs rely on it because it is 
cheap, reliable, and easy to move. 
Although there has been a lot 
of talk about replacements for 
tape backup, nothing yet has 
taken over the market. "Over 
90% of SMEs back up with tape," 
says John Maxwell of Yosemite 
Technologies. 

In most cases that an SME 
needs restoration, the problem 
is due to a virus or application 
failure, not a hardware crash. 
Although optical disk arrays get a 
lot of press, Maxwell maintains 
they are more appropriate for 
individual PC backup or SOHO 
applications. 

Kerry Brock, vice president of 
marketing at Exabyte, agrees. 
"The short story is there are 
capacity and speed limitations 
with optical," he says. Conced- 
ing that DVDs are terrific for 
very small companies or local 
offices, he notes that they have 
serious capacity limits, typically 
5GB. 

"It comes down to the size of 
your dataset," Brock continues. 
"If your full system backup 
is under 5GB, you're fine. Any- 
thing larger and optical is not 
practical. And, remember, size of 



the dataset relates to the time it 
will take to back it up." 

About 5% of SMEs have a 
Fibre Channel SAN. The rest use 
a network- or direct-attached 
storage system. Pointing to the 
danger of virus infection, Max- 
well says, "I scoff at people who 
say they want all of their data on 
a disk." 

However, considerations be- 
yond technology may drive the 
market. "Recovery will replace 
backup in importance," says 
Carolyn DiCenzo, analyst with 
Gartner. "The cost of faster 
recovery solutions will need to 
be mapped to the cost to the 
enterprise for application down- 
time and potential data loss," she 
says. "Recovery times are what 
business will see as backup win- 
dows are removed to support the 
real-time enterprise." DiCenzo 
expects traditional backup prod- 
ucts will evolve to manage data 
based on recovery time objec- 
tives by 2006. 

The Economic Factor 

Because of both the capacity 
and time restraints, tape contin- 
ues to be the preferred solution 
for SMEs. Brock says it is simple 
to find a tape drive for under 
$1,000 that will do a good job. 
Cartridges cost in the $15 to $30 
range. "It is more economical 
to keep data on tape," says 
Maxwell. 

"A common misconception is 
that D2D [disk-to-disk] can take 
over and serve as primary stor- 
age if it fails," says Yosemite' s 
Wayne Naya. "Few D2D systems 
are configured this way," he 



continues. "Usually a restore 
must still be performed as with 
any tape-based backup." 

Tape still compares well with 
disk and offers high reliability at 
a good overall cost. A typical 
tape-based backup and archiving 
system will cost anywhere from 
$1 to $10 per gigabyte of storage. 
D2D arrays for a similar level 
of data protection can cost up 



MBTF for most modern tape 
drives is in the 500,000 use area. 
That's about 700 years' worth of 
twice-daily backups. 

Gartner's DiCenzo says multi- 
streaming/multiplexing to tape 
helps some companies meet the 
time crunch of backing up data. 
"Even that approach may not be 
enough and may entail higher 
costs if additional tape drives are 
needed," she says.

There are some inexpensive 
options. One is virtual tape back- 
up, which offloads the task of

As IT budgets become scruti- 
nized and reduced, demand for 
those systems and services con- 
tinue to increase. So with a small- 
er budget, the department is 
expected to provide at least 
99.999% uptime with less head 
count and funds. 

But as IT systems become more 
important, what can be done to 
lower the risk of data loss? A 
study sponsored by Veritas Soft- 
ware and conducted by Dynamic 
Markets, a U.K. -based market 
research company, indicated that 
40% of companies had no idea 
how long it would take to restore 
even bare minimum operations if 
a natural disaster destroyed their 
primary data center. In the rapid 
business world of today, data loss 
of any type can mean thousands, 
if not millions in lost revenue. 

The Ontrack Data Disaster Scale 

Ontrack Data Recovery, a com- 
pany specializing in data recovery 
from all types of media, has creat- 
ed a Data Disaster Scale designed 
to help data managers understand 
and minimize business disrup- 
tions.

1. File or email deletion: A 
file or email is accidentally delet- 
ed or lost due to a virus.

With that in mind, 
all data centers should have 
either system or third-party utili- 
ties available for file recovery. 
Several utilities are available 
including Ontrack' s Easy-Re- 
covery software and Symantec's 
NortonSy stemWorks . 



2. Loss of data on one com- 
puter: A virus hits a PC or laptop 
and "wipes" the hard drive. 

Unfortunately, viruses and 
worms are here to stay, and reg- 
ularly performed backups should 
be part of every data center's 
procedures. Although nearly all 
company data centers perform 
regular backups, there is a catch. 
The company servers are backed 
up, but individual PCs generally 
are not. If the company policies 
state all user data must be stored 
on company servers, damaged 
machine restoration can be per- 
formed with little difficulty.

5. Burnt-out hard drive or 
electrical circuit board: Part of 
the hard drive is damaged inter- 
nally, due to age or power spike. 



individual can repair this drive. 
Remove power from the drive 
and immediately call a data 
recovery company. If the data is 
crucial, the money spent on repair 
will be well worth it. Jim Rienert, 
senior director of software and 
services for OnTrack, explains, 
"We go to the head level and do 
head swaps, and our goal is to 
recover every bit of data on either 
side of that crash, and based on 
that we will begin to put the files 
back together." 

7. External damage to the 
actual hard drive: Physical dam- 
age, as mentioned in No. 3, also 
damages the hard drive. 

Physical damage, either external 
or internal, is no job for users or

3. Physical damage to a PC or 
laptop: Computer is dropped, 
exposed to excess heat or water, 
or caught in a fire. 

Physical damage can range 
from slight to severe, and techni- 
cal staff cannot generally assess 
that damage. The best response is 
to turn off the machine, do not 
attempt a diagnosis, and call 
a data recovery company imme- 
diately. 

4. Hard drive error: Computer 
reports that the hard drive is 



Sometimes drive electronics 
become covered with dust or 
other contaminants and then fail. 
In many instances, the drive itself 
is undamaged, but the electronics 
that allow communication require 
replacement. Specific tools and 
knowledge are necessary to resus- 
citate this drive. Contact a data 
recovery company immediately to 
retrieve this critical data. 

6. Physical damage or "head 
crash" inside the hard drive: 

A head crash is one of the most 
damaging disk events that can 
occur. During a crash, one or 
more of the drive's heads touch 
the disk platter, usually gouging 
the surface. There is no way an 



help desks. Many types of physi- 
cal damage can only be repaired 
by disassembly in a clean room. 
"We offer clean rooms at many of 
our locations," says Reinert, "and 
have a large family of software 
and techniques that were devel- 
oped in our labs — designed to go 
at the data directly." The clean- 
room keeps microscopic dust par- 
ticles from entering the drive once 
it is disassembled, thereby allow- 
ing proper operation once the 
damaged parts have been re- 
placed. Contact a data recovery 
company immediately. 

8. Server failure: Two disks 
within a RAID array "fall out" or 
are damaged consecutively; server 
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goes down and all company infor- 
mation disappears. 

A data center administrator's 
first reaction is to run some type 
of repair utility in hopes of 
correcting the damage. However, 
these utilities may in fact over- 
write recoverable data and 
cause irretrievable loss. As with 
physical damage, this is a job 
best left for professional data 
recovery services. "Deleted does 
not mean gone," says Reinert, 
"with data recovery, you get 
back your most recent files, 
whereas with backup, you get 
back only your most recent copy, 
and that time between failure and 
your most recent backup can be 
very valuable." 

9. Server destroyed and back- 
up fails: Natural disaster results 
in total destruction to the server, 
and restore of backed-up data fails 
or tapes are damaged. 

Backups never seem to be test- 
ed enough for their restore ability. 
Before a natural disaster strikes, 
make the testing of restores from 
current backups part of your back- 
up strategy. In the event of server 
destruction, you will at least be 
assured the replacement server 
can accept your most recent back- 
up. In the event the server is 
destroyed and the restore fails, the 
only alternative is to contact a 
data recovery company. 

Choosing A Data Recovery 
Company

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A Very Different Tech Stock Market 



Regulations, Rules & Post-Dot-Com Jitters 
Have Transformed Technology Shares

Remember the heady days of 
1999 and early 2000 before the 
great technology stock market 
crash? Whether that period con- 
jures up good or bad memories 
often depends on how much money 
you lost — or made if you were one 
of the lucky few who pulled out 
early. Analysts often gave a "buy" 
rating to stocks of companies that 
the investment bank branch of their 
company had underwritten, know- 
ing these stocks had no real earn- 
ings potential. Many technology 
stocks then became disjointed from 
reality as communications equip- 
ment companies, such as Lucent 
Technologies, shot up to $100 a 
share. (Lucent's stock price was 
$3.82 at the time this article was 
written.) AOL's share price dou- 
bled. JDS Uniphase, an acquisition 
hungry communications equipment 
maker before the bottom fell out of 
the market, traded at around $200 
before plummeting to below $3 a 
share and flattening out at around 
its current $3.07 a share price. 

The Enron scandal followed, and 
the public learned how its top exec- 
utives were cooking the books by 
inflating positive earnings while 
mysteriously maintaining a nega- 
tive cash flow. Other publicized 
scandals followed, such as the 



WorldCom and Tyco debacles. 
This prompted the SEC to more 
tightly police publicly traded com- 
panies, which in turned revealed 
other corporate malfeasance. Then, 
on top of what was already a per- 
fect storm in the tech stock market, 



the companies they cover (espe- 
cially for those companies with a 
"buy" rating), Processor sought the 
input of stockbrokers who initiate 
trades for their clients and, at the 
very least, know what is being 
bought and dumped.

the Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist attacks 
added another impetus to scare 
away already nervous investors. 

Now, technology stocks are 
attracting attention again. After a 
few hiccups, Google recently initi- 
ated a successful IPO. Items such 
as digital cameras, camera phones, 
and LCDs are in high demand in 
the consumer sector, which in turn 
have helped to grow the stocks of 
vendors who make these goods. 

A Very Different World 

So now tech is back. Or is it? 
Instead of interviewing analysts, 
many of whom would be more than 
glad to discuss the performances of 



has changed since 2000. Tighter 
regulations are having a greater 
impact on what those who work in 
the financial industry can and can- 
not say. 

Processor solicited the input of

Processor did manage to inter- 
view Gary Neumann, a stockbroker 
from accounting firm Lucas, 
Neumann and Associates, who 
confirmed that tech stocks are not 



anything like they were during the 
1990s. "Only five years ago, 1 saw 
Sun's share price [trading at around 
$70] and thought you could buy 
into the idea of Sun Microsystems' 
potential as a server maker," says 
Neumann. "So if they are the num- 
ber one manufacturer of servers, 
their earnings per share ratio could 
be any number, but you wouldn't 
be afraid of it because they were 
going to grow into that number." 

However, following the dot-com 
crash that largely took the bottom 
out of the communications equip- 
ment industry, the profits of Sun, 
like most of the other technology 
companies listed on the Nasdaq 
and the NYSE, fell far short of 
delivering its projected earnings. 

What Is Tech? 

Many of the companies with 
stocks listed under the technology 
category do not offer technology in 
the sense of offering something 
completely new with significant 
value-add potential. In the case of 
Dell, for example, most IT admins 
know that innovations in the PC 
sector are mostly contingent on the 
semiconductor and other compo- 
nent makers that allow PCs to do 
what they do. The business plans of 
Dell or other PC OEMs are largely 
about achieving profits by packing 
preassembled parts in boxes while 
maintaining margins through sup- 
ply chain efficiencies. 

In such an ever-changing area, 
what was once exciting and new is 



no longer exciting and new. "When 
cars and railroads came out in the 
very beginning, they all looked 
exciting, and the companies left 
standing maybe did well, but other 
companies that did well at the 
beginning eventually went out of 
business," Neumann says. "In the 
case of Nokia, they once said, 'We 
make cell phones, and in a few 
years everyone in the world will 
have one and maybe two, even 
though no one has one now,' so it 
is a great company." 

Finding a potential 10-bagger 
tech stock from a vendor of a new 
and exciting technology has thus 
become a very different proposi- 
tion than investing in established 
companies that still fall under the 
technology category. "It is almost 
as if the Microsofts and the IBMs, 
at the levels they are at now, may 
become a growth stock, but they 
will not be what we first perceived 
as tech stocks when technology 
was like a revolution. We are just 
not in that time frame anymore," 
Neumann says. 

Stock values catapulted by the 
next big thing that will revolution- 
ize business operations will thus 
likely belong to only a small sub- 
section of companies that fall under 
the so-called tech sector. "That 
whole [tech] philosophy, that whole 
thought process is still true in very 
selected areas," Neumann says. 
"We are now looking for that par- 
ticular technology or new technolo- 
gy [that will truly be exciting]."

malicious code researcher, Thomp- 
son explains that technology is 
entering the fourth age of malicious 
code, which is predominantly char- 
acterized as adware/spyware, along 
with vulnerability exploiting worms 
and bots. "This is the stuff that is 
going to consume us for the next 
few years," warns Thompson. 

Spyware has become prevalent 
to the point of the government 
enacting legislation in regards to 
its use. The recently passed Spy 
Act (HR 2929) aims to prevent the 
surreptitious installation of soft- 
ware, meaning that spyware ven- 
dors would be required to notify 
consumers and obtain consent 
when electronically amassing per- 
sonally identifiable information. 
Although a step in the right direc- 
tion, judging by past legislation 
(CAN-SPAM Act), Thompson 
doesn't think this act will be suc- 
cessful at stopping spyware, but it 
might help deter it. 

"The problem is that some por- 
tion of the spyware segment is 
being driven by spammers and 
probably organized crime, mostly 
from outside the United States. 
They won't pay too much atten- 
tion to it. It will, however, help 
with the growing number of U.S. 
companies that are getting more 
and more aggressive . . . installing 
without asking and/or not provid- 
ing an uninstall and/or not being 
up front about what data they are 
taking," says Thompson. 

Computer Cooties 

Malicious or not, spyware 
infestations can cause extreme 
loss of productivity within the 
enterprise — machines operate 
at a snail's pace, browsers are 
hijacked, pop-up ads plague the 
screen. Unfortunately, most anti- 
virus products don't consider 



other computers or online data 
repositories are frequently deliv- 
ered via spyware. Other threats to 
the enterprise include captured 
user passwords, login details, cred- 
it card numbers, and other sensi- 
tive information. 

Thompson points out that it is 
very difficult to find mitigations 
for spyware. "Firewalls don't help 
much because they mostly work 
over port 80, and in any case, 
people mostly voluntarily install 
it themselves," he says. 

Exacerbating the problem with 
spyware is the arduous task of 
removing it from the system. 
Often coded with a reinstalled 
simply uninstalling the software 
doesn't get rid of the program,

the anti-spyware space was pur- 
chased by Computer Associates in 
mid-2004 and most recently, 
Microsoft obtained GIANT Anti- 
spyware.

Not Just Software 

Fighting spyware isn't only 
accomplished using software. 
Users frequenting such unsecured 
endpoints as public worksta- 
tions, kiosks, and home PCs have 
virtually no way of determining 
whether the host machine is infect- 
ed with spyware. The Fireball 
Keypoint from Red-Cannon is a 
USB device designed for corporate 
endpoint security. 

Regardless of the device being 
used to log on to the enterprise 
network, the Fireball Keypoint 



instantly scans for spyware. If there 
is malicious spyware on the host, 
the user will not be permitted to log 
on to the network.

Keeping Spyware 
At Bay 



Here are some useful tips for 
avoiding spyware infiltrations into 
the enterprise. 

• Use two different anti-spyware 
scanners on the enterprise net- 
work. Similar to an antivirus 
scanner, one will often identify 
malicious code that the other 
does not. 

• Install an anti-spyware applica- 
tion that can preempt spyware 
installations. 

• Lock down Internet Explorer 
using the Privacy & Security 
settings or use an alternative 
browser (for example, Mozilla, 
Firefox, or Opera), which are less 
vulnerable to spyware. 

• Read EULA for any freeware/ 
shareware installed. Nearly all 
P2P programs such as Kazaa and 
Grokster include verbiage in their 
licenses that allow them to legally 
download spyware to the system. 

• Educate users about how to identi- 
fy potential spyware delivery meth- 
ods and spot infected systems. 

Fireball Keypoint features include 
a secure browser and email client 
and an encrypted data safe. 

Despite a myriad of preventive 
measures against spyware, most 
companies are still finding that it 
continues to slip through the 
cracks and end up on corporate 
PCs. Thompson predicts that spy- 
ware infestations are only going to 
get worse. "We are very much in 
the early days," he warns.

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I Intel Plans 64-bit Desktops 
In 2005 

64-bit computing has been a 
reality for several years. Although 
mainly restricted to high-end ser- 
vers and data centers, the key fea- 
tures of 64-bit computing (greater 
data bandwidth and far more 
addressable memory space) are 
also appealing to desktop system 
users. While scientific applica- 
tions would certainly gain from 
64-bit capability, gaming and 
multimedia would also benefit, 
where the added memory space 
could be used for more realistic 
visuals, physics, and other game 
features. Although Intel had ini- 
tially slated 64-bit desktop chips 
for the 2008 time frame, AMD's 
gains with its 64-bit processors 
(and their appearance in some 



desktop platforms) has prompted 
Intel to re-evaluate its plans. Intel 
has announced 64-bit additions to 
its desktop chip family starting as 
early as 2005. 

Still, 64-bit computing will 
have little impact on everyday PC 
users without a suitable software 
platform. Microsoft will likely 
support 64-bit computing in its 
next version of Windows, which 
is also expected in 2005 (prior to 
the release of Longhorn in late 
2006). Even with 64-bit hardware 
and an OS, applications must be 
redesigned with 64-bit optimiza- 
tions before the full potential of 
64-bit computing can be realized. 

I Cooling The Opteron 

Today's high-performance 

processors consume a great deal 
of power and shed tremendous 



heat. Managing that power (and 
keeping the processor cool) has 
always been a challenge on desk- 
top PCs with a single processor. 
But the problem is often multi- 
plied with network servers sport- 
ing two, four, eight, and even 
more processors. Busy server 
rooms can demand a great deal 
of costly electricity and often de- 
mand air conditioning to maintain 
a stable room temperature. 

AMD's PowerNow technology 
(much like Intel's SpeedStep 
technology) allows a processor to 
"throttle back" during idle peri- 
ods by slowing the processor's 
clock speed. Because fewer clock 
cycles will require less power, 
the processor's power demands 
can be reduced up to 80%. Al- 
though PowerNow has been a 
part of the Opteron' s design 



since mid-2004, AMD must wait 
until system BIOS and OS sup- 
port are available. (Both are 
expected by the first half of 
2005.) Once fully implemented, 
management software will enable 
administrators to control Power- 
Now behaviors. For example, the 
feature can be disabled during 
known-peak times. 

I New Photo Format 

Each time you take a photo with 
a digital camera, the image is 
ultimately processed and stored 
as a standard bitmap file (JPG or 
.TIF). Although such formats 
often provide adequate image 
quality, the sheer number of 
formats and their size/quality 
tradeoffs raise the issue of com- 
patibility. Users must ensure that 
digital files are compatible with 



their editing, archiving, and print- 
ing tools. Converting from one 
format to another can also intro- 
duce distortion and artifacts into 
the image. The issue is more pro- 
nounced in businesses that rely 
on digital imaging as part of their 
everyday operations (such as the 
publishing and design industries). 
Adobe now supports a Digital 
Negative format (dubbed DNG) 
intended to provide a universal 
raw format for cameras, printers, 
and software products. As with 
Adobe's PDF format, the DNG 
format can be used for free with- 
out legal restrictions. Adobe 
hopes that its open-use approach 
will soon make DNG the de facto 
standard for digital imaging. 
A free converter tool is available 
for download from Adobe's 
Web site.

Building A Better Beast 



Sun Microsystems Looks To The Future 
Of Processor Technologies 



by Stephen J. Bigelow 

Just look at any muscle car. The first 
thought that hits you is, "How fast does that 
thing go?" It's the same thing with pro- 
cessors, where new product iterations tout 
better performance through speed. There 
are many architectural and manufacturing 
factors that influence a processor's perfor- 
mance, but the notion of speed offers some- 
thing tangible, something that everyone can 
understand. However, it seems that the 
days of speed may be coming to an end. 
The technical problems encountered at 
today's highest chip frequencies are forcing 
chipmakers to rethink the role of clock 
speed and its impact on processor perfor- 
mance. Dr. Marc Tremblay, Sun fellow, 
vice president, and chief architect of Sun 
Microsystems' Scaleable Systems Group, 
says that the industry must refocus on 
numerous other enhancements that will 
carry processors through this decade. 

Physical Realities 

The days when chipmakers leapfrogged 
each other with ever-faster products are 
clearly on the wane. Tremblay says, "From 
1993, when Intel introduced their first Pen- 
tium processor at a frequency of 66MHz, 
through 2002, when Intel topped the 3GHz 



they dissipate more heat and use more 
power. This makes proper cooling a serious 
issue. "That seems to be the problem that's 
keeping Intel from breaking through the 
4GHz barrier next year: It's not that their 
transistors don't work at that speed but 
rather that the chips simply get too hot 
when they do," notes Tremblay. "One of 
the big advantages of asynchronous design 
is its ability to reduce heat generation, since 
not only does asynchronous design elimi- 
nate the power needed to drive clock sig- 
nals around the chip but also transistors 
only operate when they actually have use- 
ful work to perform." 

The picosecond timing of today's fast 
processors also presents problems as sig- 
nals approach the speed of light. "In a 
picosecond, even light in a vacuum is virtu- 
ally stationary. It only moves about 3/10 of 
a millimeter [slightly over 1/100 of an 
inch]. Signals on a chip move maybe half 
that distance, which means moving infor- 
mation around on a chip that measures, say, 
15mm to 20mm on a side becomes a bigger 
and bigger challenge as frequencies move 
from a few gigahertz towards 10GHz or 
more." In spite of the challenges, however, 
Tremblay does see gradual speed improve- 
ments into the future. "I think it's reason- 
able to suppose frequencies will continue to

mark with the Pentium 4 processor, proces- 
sor frequency increased at an annual rate of 
about 50% a year. That was a phenomenal 
run, and if Intel had been able to sustain that 
rate of improvement, we'd be seeing their 
first 10GHz processors in 2005. But they 
couldn't, and now Intel has said they won't 
be able to reach 4GHz in 2005." 

The problems, say Tremblay, are simply 
heat and light. As transistors switch faster, 



go up gradually, by maybe 5% to 10% a 
year, but not at anything like the old rate of 
50% a year again." 

Beyond Speed 

Cache is one avenue that is frequently 
exploited for added performance, though 
increasing the size of today's large caches 
will not yield radical results. Tremblay 
explains that the industry has already 



passed a point of diminishing returns on 
cache size. "I think most people would 
agree that we passed the 'knee' of this 
curve some time back. For example, if you 
double a 3MB cache to a 6MB cache, the 
second 3MB of cache buys relatively little 
performance compared to the first 3MB of 
cache." 

The data bus is another area of improve- 
ment: Moving from 32-bit to 64-bit archi- 
tecture not only supports twice the data 
bandwidth, it also allows for significantly 



end, but the pace of advancement will pro- 
ceed far more slowly that it has in the past 
20 years. Sun coined the term CMT (Chip 
Multithreading) in 2003, and Intel's Hyper- 
Threading technology brings a second 
thread to its Pentium 4 line. With the emer- 
gence of dual-core processor technology, a 
processor product can soon handle up to 
four threads simultaneously. 

Tremblay notes that Sun's upcoming 
Niagara and Rock processors are tailored 
for CMT for servers, taking advantage of

more addressable memory space. Tremblay 
says that 64-bit processors are quickly 
becoming the standard in servers (elevated 
partly by the success of AMD's Opteron 
processor). Now that Intel is committing to 
upgrading its product line to 64-bits, he 
expects 64-bit processors to sweep into 
end-user systems very soon. "Judging by 
how quickly the earlier transition from 16- 
bit to 32-bit processors evolved, my guess 
is that the time remaining to 32-bit proces- 
sors in the systems market is not that long. 
Probably as soon as 2007, virtually every 
new system will ship with a 64-bit proces- 
sor inside. Vendors simply won't bother 
making 32-bit systems anymore because 
nobody purchasing a new system will be 
willing to consider buying anything but a 
64-bit machine." Tremblay does not fore- 
see the data bus growing again anytime 
soon. "As for the need to shift again some- 
time in the future to 128-bit processors, I 
doubt we need to worry about that transi- 
tion for another 50 years or so." 

Spinning The Threads 

The biggest prize, notes Tremblay, is the 
move toward multiple threads in the pro- 
cessor. The push for single-thread per- 
formance improvements will certainly not 



the Solaris OS and applications already 
providing broad support for a large num- 
ber of threads. "When Sun redesigned 
SunOS as Solaris back in the early 1990s, 
we took the entire operating system apart 
and rebuilt it from the ground up around 
the notion of threads. So Solaris is 
designed specifically to provide extraordi- 
nary support for highly threaded applica- 
tions, with the ability to handle not just 
hundreds but literally thousands of threads 
in parallel. As a consequence of this 
change in Solaris, applications written to 
run on Solaris for the past decade have 
been able to take advantage of threaded 
performance models." 

Ultimately, software must catch up to the 
hardware, and other OSes, such as Win- 
dows and Linux, are only now embracing a 
limited number of threads. Tremblay says, 
"Indeed, apart from Solaris, the major OSes 
for x86 processors don't support more than 
eight or maybe 16 threads of parallel exe- 
cution, and most of the applications are still 
single threaded in terms of how they exe- 
cute." He continues, "Admittedly, that is 
likely to change over time, as more multi- 
core and multithread processors are devel- 
oped for the x86 market, but the change 
will be gradual."
